build up our section of America. 


Nevertheless I understand peti- 


tions are circulating in Hope look- 
ing for popular support of a plan 


jfcto ask the federal government to 


build another proving ground here 
— although the government onco 
built such a plant for us at a cost 
of ISli million dollars, ran it only 
four years in the extreme emer- 
gency of a world war, and then 
dismantled it and sold the land 
back to private owners. 


The circmators of those petitions 


have had due notice where this 
newspaper stands on the question 


.•^of bartering off 50,000 
acres of 


''farmland again for a lousy, tem- 


porary war plant — we'll fight it 
through every political and legal 
channel in the land. 


Farmland is an asset, regardless 


what the sidewalk cynics of thp 
city say; and war plants are a 
liability, as we know from the 
history of our own town. 


Why speculate on new trouble 


with" a temporary war plant when 
we are just now getting over the 


•Jp/headache of the last one? 


"Hope needs new industry. But 
war plants arc not industry. 


The right road for us would be 


to set up an industrial fund and go 
after living, permanent private in- 
dustry — whose plants have been 
moving into other cities of 
tlu> 


South while we stand 
around 


dreaming about a tax handout. 


This we can and should do. The 


fund might be a composite of in- 
£, vestments furnished jointly by pri- 
*'vale subscribers and the City of 


Hope. In Mississippi and several 
other states city governments have 
been authorized to make tax-exempt 
inducements to new factories to 
persuade them to locate in or near 
their corporate limits — a pro- 
gram which has been so success- 
ful it has New England and some 
of the other older industrial areas 
screaming, 


We had a constitutional amend- 


.£) ment before the state's voters last 


November which would have given 
a'd Arkansas cities the authority 
to make industrial grants, but the 
measure was beaten because Little 
.'Rock already had such authority 
under a previous amendment andj 
decided to keep other towns from! 
enjoying the same privilege. 


We went down fighting on that 


issue last 
November, but lhat| 


doesn't mean we should quit — or! 


,> that we should humiliate ourselves] 
t(* by looking to federal tax grants [ 


at a time when other cities are 
trying to earn their daily bread. 


Hope has done virtually nothing 


so far toward establishing a major 
industrial promotion fund.
